WATER FOR THE Exks.—A writer in 
Frazer's Magazine thinks that, what- 
ever hesitation there may be justly 
called for recommending one or another 
of the various lotions now so popular, 
there need be no such doubt in respect 
te cold water or pure water. He says 
in cases of much infamation or di 
culty in opening the eyelids in the 
morning, experienced by so many, 
the water should be warm and it may 
be mixed with warm milk, but ia nearly 
all other cases it should be cold.

a Senator will be found to take a 
gloomy view of the political situation 
and to predict that the conferences 
have done no good. | 

Senators have long advised with the 
President as to whom he should ap- 
point as Government. officers in the 
various States, and the precedent has 
been quite established that the Exec- 
utive appointed and the Senate con- 
firmed the appointees virtually made 
by the Senators coming from the States 
in which the appointees were to serve. 
This practice has grown into an abuse 
from the fact that Senators felt sure 
that their man would be appointed, 
since the practice, you vote for my 
man and I will for your's” prevailed, 
and as a resultant, a marked incentive 
to sharp practice, and even ring frauds 
and retaining of office became pain- 
fully apparent and threatened to very 
materially embarass the administra- 
tion, bring odium on public office and 
entail severe criticism from other na- 
tions. 

It was for the purpose of breaking 
off this dangerous and greatly abused 
power of a senator that the President 
has taken his present decided stand. 
At any other time it would be im- 
possible for him to do so, but as the 
Senate stands the Republican Senators 
must be united, and as long as the 
President treats as considerately as, 
he now treats the Democrats, they 
will all stand by him even though he 
infringes on a quite established ap- 
pointing privilege. The appointing 
power ledged with the President may 
seem to many a semblance to royal 
prerogative. But practice has sup- 
ported theory in this particular and 
clearly established the wisdom of this 
provision. The ship of state now seems 
to struggle with the elements fanned 
into fury by the thoes of disappoint- 
ed politicians. Abusesare now being 
exposed and purged. A new force 
is at work. The nation must feel the 
tremor of the conflict. The transi- 
tion period of a revived but modified 
era in American politics. Mistakes 
will be made, It would be abnormal 
otherwise, and illy adapted to national 
growth. We climb higher and better 
by these excrescences on the body 
politic. Time lops them off and the 
dcars left serve but to revive past 
experiences that the future course may 
be the less checked, and the more vig- 
orous and enduring.

advan for the government, | The 
War Department wants to control the 
Indiqn in every particular. Itmust 
quell all disturbances, and then with 
tied hands, often see the fruits of 
many weeks campaign misused by 
a policy founded on a misconception 
of justice tempered by kindness. 
This milk and water business costs the 
government frum $5,000,000 to $io,- 
000,000 annually. We pamper the 
red devil, feebly chastise him for 
cold-blooded murders, and then with 
a maudlin sympathy and virtual 
treachery, persuade him to be a good 
Sitting Bull, come back to the reser- 


vations and we will give him full sup- 


plies for the winter; gradually en- 
croach on his rights. and thus send 
him, provoked yet supplied, into war 
against us in spring and summer. 

There are perhaps 300,000 Indians 
in the United States. Two centuries 
ago there were 3,000,000. Now we 
spend much money on them, and 
for two hundred and fifty years 
have failed to civilize them. They 
have even proved a source of embar- 
rassment to national advancement. 
Why continue to foster an element 
that thus only clogs the wheels of en- 
lightened progress? As the Sacra- 
mento Bee says: 


Indian Agents should be unknown. 
Give the Indian what he is entitled to 
—good land, good water and good pas- 
turage—and help him in ev possi- 
ble manner. Then, if he wont work, 
let him starve. But if he will work 
let no one dare to molest him in his 


rights.” 

We have assisted the Indian to as- 
sist himself; now let him try his hand 
foratime. If we have several mill- 
ions to give employment to a few hun- 
dred white men and support several 
thousands diggers in idleness, suppose 
we assist instead the poor of our own 
race. Would it not be wise, however, 
to let natural law hold sway unmo- 
lested. By the survival of the fittest 
our nation grows strong, but to em- 
barrass human progress by making 
the strong carry the weak is subver- 
sive of law and justice. 


Tox Great WAR IN THE East.—A 
special dispatch dated Veran Kalch 
last Sunday evening, says the fortress 
and city of Cars, with 300 cannons, 
stores, ammunition, cash, etc., fell 
inte the hands of the Russians. The 
Turks lost 5,000 killed and wounded, 
10,000 prisoners, and many flags. The 
Russian loss is about 2,700. The 
Russian soldiers made but trifling 
booty and spared peaceful citizens, 
women and children. General Louis 
Melekoff directed the battle during 
the day. Grand Duke Michael was 
present also. The former entered the 
city at 1:10 Sunday morning.
